The Christian Man Stands Radiant 
in ite Wondrous Light—How Sab- 
bath Morning Comes~-Observance

BnookxLxN. Jan. 18.—[{Special report 
for Tur Times.] The Rev. T. De Witt 
Talmage, D. D., preached today on A 
Bright Sunday versus a Doleful Sun-

The text was: And call the Sabbath 
a delight. —Isaiah lviii, 13. Dr. Tal- 
mage said: : 

There is an element of gloom strik- 
ing through all false religions. Pagan- 


. {sm is a brood of horrors. The god of 


Confucius frowned upon its victims 
with blind fate. Mohammedanism 
promises nothing to those exhausted 
with sin in this world but 
an eternity of the same passional 
indulgences. But God intended that 
our religion should have the grand 
characteristic of cheerfulness. St. 
Paul struck the keynote when he said: 
„Rejoice evermore, and again I say, 
rejoice.”’ This religion has no spikes 
for the feet; it has no hooks for the 
shoulder; it has no long pilgrimages to 
take; it has no funeral pyres upon 
which to leap; it has no juggernauts 
before which to fall. Its good cheer is 
symbolized in the Bible by the bright- 
ness of waters, and the redolence 
lilies, and the sweetness of music, and 
the hilarities of a banquet. A choir of 
seraphim chanted at its induction, and 
pealing trumpet, and waving palm, 
and flapping wing of archangel, are to 
celebrate its triumphs. It began its 
chief mission with the shout, Glory to 
God in the highest!” and it will close 
its earthly mission with the ascription, 
“Hallelujah, for the Lord God om- 
nipotent reigneth!”’

That man who breaks the Sabbath 
robs his own nerve, his own muscle, 
his own brain, his owa bones. He 
dips up the wine of his own life, and 
throws it away. He who breaks the 
Lord's day gives a mortgage to disease 
and death upon his entire physical 
estate, and at the most unexpected 
moment that mortgage will be fore- 
closed and the soul ejectad from the 
premises. Every gland, and pore, and 
cell, and finger-nail demands the 
seventh day for repose. The respira- 


tion of the lungs, the throb 
of the pulse. in the wrist, the 
motion of the ‘bone in its socket de- 


clare: Remember the Sabbath day to

A 11 London merchant testi- 
fies that thirty years ago he went to 
London. Hesays: “I have during that 
time watched minutely, and I have no- 
ticed that the men who went to busi- 
ness on the Lord’s day or opened 
counting houses ave, 
without a single exception, 
‘come to failure.“ A prominent Chris- 
tian merchant in Boston says: I find 
it don’t pay to work on Sunday. 
When I wasa boy, I noticed out on 
Long Wharf there were merchants 
who loaded their vessels on the Sab- 
bath day, keeping their men busy from 
morning till night, and it is my ob- 
servation that they themselves came 
to nothing — these merchants — and 
their children: came to nothing. It 
doesn’t pay,“ he says, to work on the 
Sabbath.“ 

L to your observation. Where

- were Sabbath breakers, and who have 


been Sabbath breakers ever since?

day, and he gathered it into the barn 
on Sunday. There,“ he says, I have 
proved to you that all this idea about a 
fatality accompanying Sabbath work is 
a perfect sham. My corn is garnered, 
and all is well.“ But before. many 
weeks passed the Lord God struck that 
barn with his lightnings, and away 
went the Sunday crop. 

So great is the moral depression com- 
ing upon those who toil upon the Sab- 
bath * that you may have noticed 
(if you have not, I call your attention 
to the fact) that in cases where the 
public interest demands Sabbath toil 
the moral depression is so great that 
there are but very few who can stand 
it. For instance, the police service, 
without which not one of our houses 
would be safe, there are very few who 
can stand the pressure and temptation 
of it. In London, where there 
are 6000 grey the statistic is 
‘given that in one year 921 of that 5000 
were dismissed, 523 were suspended, 
and 2492 were fined. Now, if the moral 
depression be so great in occupations 
that are positively necessary for the 
peace and prosperity of society, I ask 

ou what must be the moral depression 

n those cases where there is no neces- 
sity for Sabbath work, and where a 
man chooses worldly busin on the 
Lord’s day just because he likes it, or 
wants to add to his emoluments? Dur- 
— . last war it was found that those 
public works which paused on the sev- 
enth day turned out more war material 
than those which worked all the 
seven days. Mr. Bagnall, a prominent 
iron merchant, gives this testimony: 
„ find we have fewer accidents in our 


of | establishments and fewer interrup- 


tions, now we observe the Lord’s day; 
and at the close of the year, now that 
we keep the Sabbath, I find that we 
turn out more iron and have larger 
profits than any year when we worked 
all the seven days.“ The fact is, Sab- 
bath-made ropes will break, and Sab- 
bath-made shoes will leak and Sabbath- 
made coats will rip, and Sabbath-made 
muskets will miss fire, and Sabbath 
occupations will be blasted. A gen- 
tleman said: “I invented a shut- 
tle on the Lord's day. I was 
very. busy, so I made the model 
of that new shuttle on the Lord’s day. 
So very busy was I during the week 
that I had to occupy many Sabbaths. 
It was a great success. I enlarged my 
buildings; I built new factories, and 
made hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. But I have to tell you that all 
the result of that work on the Sabbath 
has been to me ruin. 1 enlarged my 
buildings; I made a great many thou- 
sands of dollars; but I have lost all, 
and I charge it to the fact of that Sun- 
day shuttle.“ I will place in two com- 

anies the men in this commuuity who 

reak the Sabbath, and the men who 
keep it, and then I ask you who are the 
best friends of society? Who are the 
best friends of morals? Who have the 
best prospects for this world? Who 
have the best for the world that is to 
come? 

Sabbath — comes in the house- 
hold.

ain [ remark, we ought to have in 
the Sabbath the joy of demestic re- 
union and consecration.

They are sorry when Sun- 
day comes, and glad when it goes 
away.

In New Hampshire there were two 
neighborhoods—the one of six families, 
the other of five families.

Eight or nine of the 
parents became drunkards, one com- 
mitted suicide, and all came to penury.

AIDING THE INDIANS. 


Commissioner Oberly Makes Some 
important suggestions, ‘ 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.] Commissioner of Indtan 


Affairs Oberly, in his annual report, dis- 
cusses the act of June 29, 1888, by which the 
authority and duties of the superintendent 
of Indian schools were extended. The 
Commissioner reaches the conclusion that 
the most natural, economical and effective 
hools will be se- 
cured by enlarging the rogatives of the 
superintendent: 

“First, by placing under his immediate 
charge all matters connected with all 
branches of Indian. educatign, instead of 
restricting him to two lines of work in con- 
nection with but one class of schools; and 
second, by providing that he shall perform 
the offici tunctions necessary to dis- 
charge such enlarged duties through the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, under which ar- 
rangement the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs may place at the — of 
superintendent the entire official machinery 
of the bureau, by the use of which nearly 
all business in relation to Indian schools is 
and must be transacted.” 

The Commissioner recommends some im- 
portant changes in the methods of making 
purchases of Indian supplies. A much 
more satisfactory method, he thinks, would 


be forthe Indian Bureau to submit bid- 
ders a standard sample of each article, in- 

of having submitted to it 
a large variety of samples of each 
article. Thus the question of ice 
would alone have to be considered 
in awarding con and nothing more 


would be required of the Commissioner 
than the making of an award to the lowest 
bidder. To make the inspection of such 
s as blankets, clothes, clothing etc., in- 
lible accurately adjusted machinery and 
other , or testing the strength of 
the fabrics could and should be supplied. 
The Commissioner favors the extension of 
the on of the civil service law to 
the Indian service, and says he would ad- 
vise that this extension made imme- 


. diately if he were not fearful that if taken 


now it would be robbed of much of its effec- 


mo- 


ves. 

In conclusion the Commissioner says: 
“The Indian iscommencing to appreciate 
the fact that he must become civilized; 
must, as he expressed it, ‘learn the white 
man’s way or perish from the face of the 
earth.’ He should be taught how to work, 
and allschools that are opened for his chil- 
dren should be schools in which they will 
be instructed in the use of agricultural and 
mechanical implements, and the Indian 
should be taught not only how to work, but 
also that it is his duty to work; as it is, the 
terrible reservation system gives to the in- 
dividual no incentive to labor, but puts a 
ee upon idleness and it tush- 
e.

Some Choice Recipes—The Capabili- 

ties of Ohilaren Underated—The 
Influence of Books—“Baby Talk“ 
an Insult to Childhood—How 1 
Head Milton. 


I made many delightful visits to our 
pook stores during the few days pre- 
ceding the holidays, and was amazed 
at the wealth of books designed 
especially for children; at the richness 
of illustration, the purity and beauty 
of sentiment expressed in them, and 
the rich fancy which led the little 
ones into such entrancing realms of 


elf land, where the imagination reveled | 


with elves and fairy sprites and walkcd 
in realms as glorious as the most bril- 
liant Utopia of our dreams. I heard 
many a middle-aged lady sich, How 
much better off the children of today 
are than were we in our childhood.“ 

At first thought that was my view of 
it, and, look at in some lights 
I think so still. But, nevertheless, I 

that there is some danger 

this wealth of lore—danger 

that our children become so familiar 

with light and fanciful reading, that 

they may form a distaste for what is 
more solid and instructive, 

That children may become interested 
in more solid reading I know by my 
own childish experience. There was 
never a child loved better his fairy tale 
of Brownies and wood nymphs than I 
loved the wonderful story set forth in 
Milton’s Paradise Lost,” and never 
was a fairer country discovered by 
Utopian voyager than the Delectable 
Mountains of Hunyan, and the land 
of Beulah, lying upon the border of 
the river. My imagination feasted 
upon them both, and those pilgrim 
pictures of John Bunyan, and the 
celestial brightness of Milton’s visions 
Ihave kept and cherished. I 1 — 
Blue Beard and Cinderella, but they 
never stirred me as did the others 
which I read so early. The power and 
the pathos and the wisdom of those 
great works reached my sou! and lifted 
me up, as they will uplift all children 
whose interest is enlisted in them. 

I think that we are too apt to under- 
rate the capabilities of children. Their 
perceptions are quick and their minds 
active. When 1 hear a — talking 
“baby talk“ to a child, I always feel as 
if an insult had been offered to it. 
When I see some of the books that are 
written for dren, I feel the 
same. Mothers, milk is good for 
babes,” but do not mistake and feed 
them with slops. Do not give them 
simply the books that they can read 
without effort, but give them occasion- 
ally such as wil) require seme thought, 
and a little instruction to enable them 
to understand them. Good books are 
excellent and wise companions for our 
children, and many and beautiful are 
the lessons whi they may teach 
them.

Muffins —One quart of flour, in 
which is thoroughly mixed three tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, a dessert 
spoonful of salt and a table-spoonful of 
“gh Add to this one pint of sweet 
milk and four eggs.

Cream Pie.— Make the crust as for 
custard pie. For the filling, scald one 
teacupful milk and stir into a table- 
spoonful flour previously moistened 
with milk or water. When sufficiently 
cooked add half teacupful sugar, the 
beaten yolk of one egg and a flavoring 
of either lemon or vanilla. Stir quickly, 
and remove from the fire before it cur- 
dies. Fill the crust and bake a few 
minutes. Beat the whites to a stiff 
froth, add two tablespoonfuls sugar 
and a little lemon extract, spread it 
over the top of the pie, put it back in 
the oven and bake to a light brown. 


Cake.—A friend gave me the 


following recipe for cup cake, which we 
have tried and found excellent. The 
ingredients are four teacupfuls flour 
two and a half of sugar and one of 
butter, three eggs, one teacupful sweet 
milk, two teaspoonfuls baking powder 
and a flavoring extract. Put the but- 
ter and sugar together, add a portion 
of the flour, with the well-beaten , 
then more flour, after this the milk 
and the remainder of the flour in which 
the baking powder has been well 
mixed. Flavor to taste with nutmeg, 
lemon or bitter almond. This may be 
baked in a round or oblong cake pan, 
in a moderately hot oven, 
Susan SUNSHINE.

THE MOON. 


SOME INTERESTING POINTS 
ABOUT THE HEAVENS. 


The Eclipse Which Is to Take Place 
Soon— What the Stars Are Doing— 
Where Some of Them Are to Be 
Been—The 16th Inst. 


The evening sky at this time presents an 
unusually interesting appearance. The 
moon, the planets and some of the brightest 
of the fixed stars go to make up a brilliant 
picture which cannot but impress the con- 
sciousness even of those who are not versed 
in astronomical lore, 

The moon, which on New Year’s day 
hung black and round between us and the 
sun, now creeps on toward the full, to be 
eclipsed in her turn, The blaze of sun- 
light poured upon her gives even to the 
great Lick telescoys no sign of life nor that 
she has the conditions to support it. Great 
mountain peaks, beside which the Andes 
are as foothills; valleys of abysemal depth 
and vast plains of scorie lava, cracked and 
dry, beneath the cloudless sky, are all that 
the greatest of telescopes can reveal, ‘The 
mysterious further side of the moon, which 
we can never see, is probably of much the 
same character. Though sinister reports 
have been spread among our spiritual breth- 
ren about that unknown region, it is proba- 
ble that, like the earthward side, it is a 
mere waste of volcanic desolation. 

As the moon has no water nor nardly any 
atmosphere, it is impossible that she sustains 
organic life as manifested on the earth. 
The period when she may have preduced 
animate and perhaps reasoning beings has 
long passed away, and she moves in her 
orbit dead and inert, save the occasions 
volcanoes which give evidence that her in- 
ternal fires are not yet extinct, 

It is better for her to be the graveyard of 
races long gone by than the hell she would 
be if inhabited. Exposed, as each side is 
alternately, to two weeks of blazing sun- 
shine and then two weeks of dark and icy 
night, with no protecting atmosphere to 
solten the extremes, the moon would be, as 
once she was imagined, a fitting abode for 
the spirits of the damned. 

‘The man in the moon, however, is happily 
a myth, and no one is there to bother their 
heads about eciipses. She is going to have 
one all the same, and when she gets to “The 
Twins” will get full and rise eclipsed as 
many a good man has done before her. The 
latter constellation with its twin stars rises 
in the northeast about sundown. The earth’s 
shadow is pointing that way and the moon 
surging serenely on in space will plunge 
into it on the 16th of this month, and will 
be about three-quarters eclipsed at 9:30 p. m. 

Down in the western sky at sunset lie two 
planets pretty close together. The l 

white one is Venus and the small, red one 
0 They were in conjunction with each 
other a week or so ago, but Venus is moving 
east ward, and Mars is slowly creeping to- 
ward the setting sun in whose beams he will 
soon be me 

Venus, moving in an orbit between the 
sun and earth, exhibits phases like the 
moon. When she gets her greatest eastern 
elongation, about February 18th, she will 
ge through a telescope like a half moon. 
She will set then at about 9 p.m., which is 
as late as the — dess * Love 
ever stays up, ough, strange guy. 
chaste Diana rides the heavens all night 

ng. 

Venus is at all times the most beautiful 
star in the heavens, but she will increase 
in brilliancy as she returns toward her con- 
junction with the sun. On March 25th, 
Annunciation — she will ba at her 
brightest, and w li then cast a distinct 
shadow like that of the new moon. If 
viewed at that time through a telescope she 
will appear crescent in form. She will soon 
after be lost in the rays of the evening sun, 

passing before him will dazzle asa 
morning star all the rest of the year. She 
can be seen by daylight if one only knuws 
_ ‘where to look for her. | 

The red planet Mars, lying west of her, 
goes on an entirely different gait. His 
orbit lies way outside the earth’s, and he 
swings around it once while the earth goes 
twice. As all planets go in the same direc- 
tion, once in two years he will be way off 
on the opposite side of the sun from us, 
and alternate years he will be behind us, 
opposite to the sun and 2 near. 
Any one can see how this is oy working it 
out for himself with three spools on a table. 

These changes of position have great 
effect on the apparent magnitude of Mars. 
It now looks like a second-magnitude star, 
and as it draws nearer the sun, will dimin- 
ish yet more. At its biennial periods of 
opposition, however, it blazes out in the 
midnight sky with sinister glory, in size 
only surpassed by Venus and Jupiter. Its 
ruddy hue, caused by its vitiated atmos- 
phere, was of old associated with the God 
of War whose name it bears, and it bore an 
ominous repute. In astrology Mars was 
called the lesser infortune, pale, slow-mov- 
ing Saturn being called the greater infor- 
tune, as presaging yet more of evil. 

The latter planet is in the Lion, and 
rises about 8 p. m. It shines with a pale, 
steady light, and appears of the first magni- 
tude. Itgreatiy resembles the Little Dog 
star which rises an hour or so earlier. 

The great Jupiter is now a morning star, 
and is only seen by milkmen, newspaper 
venders and other early birds. These great 
exterior planets rise earlier every night, and 
will light up the evening skies next sum- 
mer 


Another very bright star in our heavens 
at present is the dog star, Sirius, which 
rises in the southeast at sundown. This is 
the brightest of all the fixed stars, and has 
been celebrated from the remotest an- 
tiquity. This great sun, many times larger 
than our own, is receding from us at the 

of 30 miles a second. Its distance 

is, however, so enormous that the light from 
it takes many years to reach here, and it is 
not probable that its great rate of recession 
has materially lessened its luster since the 
days of Christ. 

hen Sirius gets on the meridian about 
11 p. m., an observer can see under it way 
down on the southern horizon the big star 
Canopus. This is the second in magnitude 
of the fixed stars, Hut is far in the southern 
hemisphere. It can be seen here only when 
Sirius is near the meridian, and in more 
northern latitudes is never visible. .In the 
tropical skies it is very conspicuous, 

he planet Mercury will be visible on the 
last three or four days of this month in the 
west soon after sundown. It revolves very 
close tothe sun and can only be seen at 
five or six periods each year, but is v 
easily found if people know where to loo 
for it. It appears of the first magnitude, 
white and bright, and is seen in the 
twilight close after the sun has set. It will 
have its greatest elongation east on the 
30th, and cannot be mistaken for any other 
star, as Venus is far tothe east of it, and 
Mars is also eastward, but nearer and much 
smaller in appare t magnitude and bril- 
liancy than either. It is worth while to see 
this planet, as wany amateur, and some 
professional, astronomers have gone to 
their graves without * on it. 

Mercury being so near the sun is very 
hot, its temperature being estimated as that 
of molten iron. The giant planets, Jupiter 
and Saturn, though much older than the 
earth, have not yet cooled off enough (be- 
ing many times larger) to admit even of a 
crust being formed upon them. All the 
* stages through which the earth 

passed remain yet before them. Of 
course organic life, as we know it, will not 
appear for countiess ages yet to come. 

ith Mars and Venus, however, the case 
is different. The former is far colder and 
the latter much hotter than the earth. With 
Mars the life-bearing epoch may have 
passed, with Venus it may not yet have be- 
—. Yet it is quite possibie they are now 

e abodes of life of some kind or other. 

While it would be egotistical in the high- 
est 28 to assume, because other worlds 
cannot sustain life as we know it, that 
therefore they do not sustain life at all, yet 
when we consider how all races, species 
and individuals are the result of circum- 
stances and are shaped by their environ- 
ments, it is impossible to conclude that 


deings at all like ourselves dwell on those | 


far-distant spheres, 

If auytning lives beneath the blazing 
skies of Venus, circumstances may have de- 
veloped there a race of angelic beings to 
whom our telescopes, cannon and locomo- 
tives would seem as toys for children, 

Or perhaps in the icy seas of ill-omened 
Mars creatures may dwell powerful, malig- 
pantand monstrous beyond a madman's 
dreams. In either case it is perhaps just 
as well that interstellar communication 
will ever be impossible to finite beings. 
s to the fixed stars and their satellites 
m conjecture as to life and conditions on

them is idle and presumptuous. In looking 
at their immeasurable magnitude, seething 
with energy through eternity itself, man 
can only reflect that his little joys and sor- 
rows and his very existence are absolutely 
nothing—the patter of a rain drop into the 
shoreless ocean of the universe.
